This railroad llna runs 
parallal to tha wastam slda of tha airfiald and is from 700 
to 1,000 matars away from it. 

Tl» railroad station naarast to tha airfiald la tha minor stop at Babanov, 
about ona kllojatar vast of tha flald on tha road to Babanov. On tha aast i 
tha fiald raaehaj.as far as tha louona Rlvar, which flows north thara 
through a wat, wasta area. 

To ^ no^ l^f tha glrflald is' located the training area for the military 
mlta Bpatlphfd ^.^soka > Hyto^ this area is partly foraatad,and it ex- 
tends to the edge of the oityl 

At the tl^ of obsarrstion, tha flald was not fenced in and not particularlv 

buildings shown on the annaxad sketch ware on ^ 
tha fiald, and only tha ammunition dump was guarded by a sentry. 

Tha fdaW had no ^ificial runway but was situated on a dry and solid open • 
area. There wfs ao military personnel stationed at tha field. Boring tha 
suamar, the field wai used for glider training. Thara ware four gliders and 
one motor-driwn^a|fcraft which ware kept in tha building which is Ho. 6 
on Uia annexed sketch. 
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7# From 20 to 30 youths wore brought from Yysoko Ifyto for glider training from 
time to time^ chiefly on Saturdays and Sundays, 

8, At the time of observation, extensive construction work was being done on
